Providence, Ky., April 13.— Web- 
ster county is in the throes of a 
social sensation.

"avein the case of Everett Jennings, 
where the charge differs. In only 
one of them, however, is the date 

, on which the offense complained of 
given— the case of W. E. Wooten 
and Mrs. C. J. Slayton. The women 
concerned, who were the Misses 
Headley, twin sisters uf Capt John 
W. Headley former secretary of 
state, have confessed their guilt to 
the grand jury. They were sum- 
moned to appear before the grand 
jury on Monday last, aud went to 
Dixon, where court is now in ses- 
sion for that purpose. Prosecuting 
Attorney L. C. Flournoy admonish- 
ed them that they need not give tes- 
timony to incriminate themselves 
unless they saw fit to do so, but 
ouce questions were asked them 
the women made a frank confession 
of the w hole ugly business, incrimi- 
nating several prominent men of 
this community.

Until recently he 
was prominently mentioned as the 
Republican nominee for state sena- 
tor in this, the Fourth senatorial 
district. After coming here Far- 
less married Miss Elizabeth Cox, 
daughter of William Cox, now de- 
ceased.
